Naval Movement» In That Direc­ 
tion on Both the Atlantic and 
I’aclftc Coasts are A ctive- 
Other News From Panama. 


^VashiiiKton, Uec. .ft,—Fieetn o f warships 
on both pidpR of tho Isthmus of Panama 
wll shortly be reinforced by several ves- 
s«‘1k now on their way to that quarter. 
The ifuiiboat Topeka left Key West yes­ 
terday for Colon as convey to the torpedo 
l^oat de.Ktroyers Truxton and 
Stewart, 
which have been assigned to patrol duty 
on the Carlbean coast of the isthmus. 
The gunboat Ca.stine. arrived at Colon yes- 
ierday from Philadelphia. The big collier 
Caesar has left Ciilebra for Colon with 
«oal. 
The converted cruiser Dixie left 
lyong l.sland to day for Colon with a Pa­ 
nama marine brigade numlK-ring about 
men in command of Brig. Gen, Elliott. 


Kaval movements in direction of Pana­ 
ma have been almost equally active on 
I he I’aciilc coast. 
The gunboat Petrel, 
bound for Panama, arrived at Acapulcc, 
Mexico, on the 26th and has undoubtedly 
1* ft there by thf.s time. The flagship New 
Yorli, gunboat Bennington, torpedo boat 
de.stropcrs Preble, Paul Jones and collier 
Saturn have been fitted out at San Fran- 
ri.seo for service in the vicinity of Pana- 
uqilllKtionwasOliil ,thel vobusJVetrashredt 
mu. 
It i.s expected all will start south 
in a day or two.

Re­ 
ception of the Olympia at Cartagena w’as 
friendly. 


Tile Olympia sailed for Cartagena alone 
at daybreak Saturday and arrived off the 
Booa Chicha entrance to the big lagoon 
on "Which Cartagena is situ ât^ early yes- 
(crdajf morning. As the Olympia ran in 
toward the entrance> she di.scovered the 
Colombian cruiser Cartagena for miles 
di.stant making every effort to reach the 
entrance and to pas.<* into the lagoon ahead 
of the Olympia, w’hich she succeeded In 
doing. 


The Olympia .steamed slowly to the tor­ 
tuous entrance betweeh 
the 
two 
old 
Spanish fort.s which apparently were de­ 
serted and foi^nd the Colombian cruiser 
had taken up a position a .short distance 
inside, but commanding the entrance. It 
Mas learned sub.sequently that the Carta- 
genf had groundetl there and that later 
slie was towed into port. The Olympia 
jiassed the Colombian warship and pro­ 
ceeded to Cartagena, eight miles from the 
entrance. 
Anchoring out a mile from 
town the Olympia hoisted the Colombian 
«lag at her main and fired a salute of 
tw*enty-one guns. 
Shortly thereafter a 
{.‘olombian battery at the edge of town re­ 
turned the salute. 


Admiral Coghlan sent a boat ashore to 
communicate with United States Consul 
Orr, but it was learned that Orr had left 
Cartagena a fortnight ago for Barran> 
quilla. The British vice consul at Carta­ 
gena, who is a. vjery sick man and is hàrdly 
expected to live, had undertaken to loSk 
after the United States interests pending 
the arrival of-O rr’s successor. 
In the 
afternoon Coghian, accompanied by Cap­ 
tain Colby, both in full dress uniform, 
paid an official visit to Dr. Jose Inslg- 
n a ros, governor of Bolivar. A big crowd 
gathered to nieet Coghlan and Colby and 
it silently followed the carriage contain­ 
ing the officers through the streets to the 
palace, where another bier crowd had as­ 
sembled. At the palace Coghlan and In- 
signares exchanged the usual formalities. 
The officers were in no way molested or 
annoyed by the people nor was there the 
least show of hostility. 


The Colombian battery fired the rear 
admiral’s salute as Coghlan pulled off for 
the Olympia. 
Later Insignares, accom­ 
panied by a numerous retinue, boarded 
the Olympia for a return visit and remain­ 
ed fifteen minutes. When the governor 
was disembarking the Olympia fired the 
governor's salute of seventeeu eruns and 
immediately thereafter hoisted anchor and 
steamed out.

It i.«f 
believed the Bogota government had spies 
in Cartagena who were carefully watching 
for any evidence of disloyalty, .since the 
Cartagena authorities evidently wished to 
avoid all unnecessary friendliness with the 
Amerlcan.s. Tnslgnare.*? kept himself sur­ 
rounded by his staff of secretaries during 
his interview with Coghlan in order, no 
^doubt, to have witnesses to prove he was 
no more friendly than clreum.‘?tance.s re­ 
quired. 


No política} refereoces were made during 
the interviews, except by the chief of the 
Cartagena customs, who, while aboard 
the Olympia, proposed with great earnest­ 
ness a toast to the continuance» of friendly 
relations betw’een the Lnlted States and 
Colombia, 
. 


Comparatively little Information a« to 
the general situation could be gained ^ t 
Cartagena. There are probably 3,500 troops 
there and 5.000 are reported to be at Bar- 
ranquilla.

IN WRECK ON 1»EBE MAR-

Injared ill Hosiiitals are Doing 
Well—The Identity of

Five Fires Started in Mascoutah 
Saturday NIgrht hy Incen­ 
diaries. 


Belleville, Dec. 29.—ResIdents of Mas- 
coutah were panic stricken Saturday even­ 
ing when they became aware that firebugs 
had made a well-planned attempt to de­ 
stroy the city. - 
f 


While the ilfe department was fighting 
one fire, w^hich almost the entire popula­ 
tion of the town was watching, fires were 
started In four different parts of the city, 
and for a time it was feared that the city 
would t)c destroyed. 


As soon as the men of the city realized 
what was being atterhpted they sent their 
wives and children home and told them to 
be ready to fight fire there. The flames 
were kept from spreading from the build­ 
ings in which they were started. 


TTie malthouse of the Mascoutah brew­ 
ery was destroyed, entailing a loss of fl5,- 
000, the livery stable of Julius Molman 
was damaged 11,000; the elevator and sta­ 
bles of the Postel Brothers’ mill were 
damaged to the amount of 45.P0O; the resi­ 
dence of Fred Hoerde was destroyed, loss 
$2,000, and the sales stables of Harry Hyde 
were burned to the ground, loss $5,000, 
making a total loss^of over $25,000. 


JAPANESE PRIVY COUNCIL. 
Tokio, Dec. 28.~An extraordinary meet­ 
ing of the privy council to day approved 
issue by the cabinet of an emergency or­ 
dinance authorizing a guarantee of prin­ 
cipal and interest of 10,000,000 yen deben­ 
tures for the purpose of expediting work 
'‘on the Zeoul-Fusan railway, which is ex­ 
pected to be finished by the end of next 
year. The ordinance also provides for all 
po.ssIble military expenses for protection 
of the railw’ay and other interests.. 


It is believed unless Russia modifies her 
reply Japan will immeillately .safeguard 
Corea, though such a step will not neces- 
•sarily .mean war with Russia.

Grand Rapids, Mich., Dec, 28.-—A careful 
revision of the list of dead in Saturday 
night’s W|reck on the Pere Marquette rail­ 
road at East Paris shows a total of twenty 
victims instead of twenty-tw'o, 
as re­ 
ported last night. To day’s inv’estlgation 
shoWs Allen H. Well of Big Rapid.«, Peter 
W. Wftrenge of Grand Rapids and a man 
named Peterson, or Thompson, of Sioux 
City, Iowa, w’ho w^ere included in the list 
of dead were not killed. A mistake was 
also made in the name of F. M. Gillett, of 
Portland, which should have been William 
G. Smith, of Portland. The death list of 
twenty is declared to be correct by Pere 
Marquette officials. Injured in hospitals 
are reported to be doing as well as could 
be expected. 


Gathered in a rubber blanket on a slab 
in the local morgne is the charred and 
dismembered remains of the twentieth 
victim- of Saturday night’s collision on the 
Pere Marquette railroad near East Paris. 
So terribly disfigured is this last victim 
found at the scene of the wreck late to 
day that in all probability the Identity will 
never be positively eft^ected. There was 
an unmitakable odor of burned flesh that 
led the wrecking crew to a realization of 
the fact that another body lay under the 
wrecked engines. When they-had uncov­ 
ered the remains of this additional vic­ 
tim they found only fi’agments bf>a humaii 
formu There were no arms or legs, only 
fragments oC the skull and large bones, 
some teeth and most internal organs in­ 
tact, but literally roasted. A bc^y In the 
morgue here, suposed to be that of A. J. 
King, of Kingsley, has been identified as 
John McSween, of Reed City, Mich.

INFORMATION 


REUTEST MADE OP JAPAN 
BY RUSSIA 


Evacuation of Bfaiiehitria ^ the 
I n f ormation Desired—Russian 
Official Says it i» Impossible at 
Present~>Buyine Provision.«. 


Pekin, Dec. 28.—Lien Fang, first secre^ 
tary of the board of foreign affair.s, visited 
Russian Minister Lesser to day and re­ 
quested Information concerning the Inten­ 
tions of Russia regarding the evacuation 
of Manchuria. I^es.ser said nothing could 
be done at pre.sent with a view' to evacua­ 
tion for two reasons. In the first place, 
the minister pointed out, the cold w^eather 
made it impossible to remove troops from 
their present positions, besides which 
there were^ no barrack accommodations to 
be had elsewliere, and, in the second place, 
be said, it would endanger Russian Inter­ 
ests to undertake evacuation during the 
progress of negotiations between Russia 
and Japan, for the reason Japan might 
seize the opportunity to invade Manchuria. 


The Chinese government is, so alarmed 
at the prospect of becoming involved in 
a seemingly prospective war that it w’ould 
prefer Russia should remain in control of 
Manchuria. As an altenative the foreign 
office has indicated to. the ministers that 
a plan satisfactory to China would be taht 
Russia and Japan should retain their re­ 
spective treaty rights in Corea and Man­ 
churia if they agree not to attempt to ob­ 
tain further advantages in their country. 
The Russian commander imperatively re­ 
quested the Tartar general to disband his 
militiamen and to disarm them. The Tar­ 
tar general issued an or^er in accordance 
with thls request, but It is understood the 
men are concealing their arms, supposedly 
with the Tartar general’s connivance. 


Rome, Dec. 28.—Following the receipt of 
reports from the far east a rather optimis­ 
tic view concerning difficulties between 
Japan and Russia is entertained in official 
quarters here. It is not believed a conflict 
will take place in the near future. It is 
believed Russia will first' consolidate her 
warships in the far east %ith the volunteer 
fleet' -in • 
^c^crran ean ^'^liiek ' now 
numbers nine vessels. Vessels of 
the 
Mediterranean fleet have been purposely 
kept apart so that no idea might b^ given 
of the character or strength of the squad­ 
ron. In political circles the opinion pre­ 
vails that the attitude of the United 
States will have denite influence in solving 
the situation whether It sides with Japan 
and great Britain or remains neutral. 


RUSSIA BUYS MEAT.

at San Francisco Jan. 22. The destination 
is said to be Port Arthur.

Tlici case was carried to the court of ap­ 
peals and to the United State.«« supreme 
court, wiiich held it had no jurisdiction. 
An appeal was then made unsHcce.ssfully 
to the court of pardons. The defendants 
iil.so w'ere ordered by the chancery court 
to pay costs, amounting to 1740, The court 
reiterated with emphasis that it la illegal 
to make It “uncomfortable” for anybody 
who wishes to w'ork. “That Is the law of 
the land.’* said the court. “It has always 
been the law of the land and it always 
WUl be.”

After the banquet, Pr<ísident O. L. 
acting as toastmaster, introduc­ 
ed Gov. Richard Tates, who spoke 
uj)on “The State’s Need of Religious 
Men.” 
Of his eloquent and timely 
address but a few extracts can be 
given: 


YATES ON KJiLIGIOLTS MEN. 


“ Mr. .Toastmaster and gentlemen 
of the league— 
thank you for this 
oeea.sion. 
For no matter how far 
away in Vvork or pleasure or ambition 
ÎI Jium may be drawn, there are no 
friends J ike old friends; and it is a 
great pleasure to have to. return to 
where people believe him. It is (?x- 
eeedingly gratifying to me to be ask­ 
ed to .sjKííik upon such an occa.sion. 


“While the subject is not of my 
choosing, it is a good subject and I 
am glad to speak iipon it. It has a 
grt'at scope, but involves first of all, 
tlio question of what is the meaning 
of a state? What constitutes a state? 
‘Kot high-walled battlements and the 
emblems of military pow'er, but men 
—high-minded 
men—-constitute a 
slate. 
7‘^ir.st, men who their dutie.s 
know; .second, men who their rights 
know well, and who 
their 
rights 
maintain.“ 


“The time has come when every 
man must be prepared to defend his 
rights. When news of the revolution 
reacli(Hl Europe, men held their heads 
a little higher, hope sprung.up within 
their hearts and to themselves they 
said : *This is. the place for me.’ 


“When I view the responsibilities 
of the citizens of a state I am ap­ 
palled. Statistics show- that the iwp- 
ulation of this country doubles every 
thirty years. 
According to this, in 
19G0 we will have a population of 
three hundred million. Wo will have 
become the mother country of half 
the w'orld. My meaning w’ill, perhai>s, 
be illustrated by the story of a col­ 
ored içentleman iu the south, who 
remarked : ‘Da’s my boy Joe. When 
he was one year old I was twenty. So 
I w'as twenty times as old as him. 
Wlien he was ten I was thirty, only 
three times as old as him, and' when 
he was twenty I was only forty, or 
t^\4ce as old as hun, an’ if this keeps 
up, I ’dare to gracious ef that boy 
won’t bo my daddy.’ 
To illustrate 
the relations be^een this country 
and England; I "will tell of an incident 
which occurred at Manila bay dur­ 
ing thé Spanish-American war. The 
German admiral approached the Eng­ 
lish admiral with the question, ‘If 
I should fire upon. -the 
American 
fleet, what would your position be?’ 
To which the : Englisli admiral re­ 
plied: ^Admiral, that is known to but 
two men~I am one and Georg© Dew- 
^y is the other.' 


‘‘Illinois w'ill liave a big part in 
the growtlv of iho country. Tts pop’ 
ulatién is liow one-fiftCenth of tl\p to­ 
tal population of this, great nation. 
To shov? how far its inflnènce reàch- 
e», a little town of 3,000 inhabitants 
in this state supplié, rat-trajps for 
the whole of Syria. T had told , this 
story and. heard it langhe<ï at so 
miieh that T., had begun *t^ ;doubjt,’its. 
truth. :'Biitfas I, was. reUurning frOni 
Eüropie 1 was accosted by a man wh«y

> "The great question weighs upon 
u«/where can the government obtain 
the strength to carry on this strug­ 
gle? TJiere are great masses of peo­ 
ple, in tliis country who have so little 
sense of inorai obligation and ure as 
completely lost to any sense of dut> 
as a saragò would bo in St. Peter’s. 
Tlie reliipous man is the bulwark of 
the state and^ upon him tlie burden 
must fall. I have no use for sancti­ 
mony or niugwumpery in religion Or 
politics. I don’t mean by this a man 
with oonvicitions, but the man with­ 
out convictions. There s nothing sO 
manly as to be a Christian and to 
say so. I rejoice in the Christian ex­ 
ample of Lincoln and McKinley and 
Roosevelt and others, and that upon 
the coins of our country appears the 
legend, ‘In God We Trust.’ 


*'No one of us can live entirely to 
himself. 
Each man’s life is like a 
pebble dropped in a i^ond; it moves to 
some slight extent the lives, of all 
about U.S, as the pebble move.** every 
particle of water in the pond. Our 
efforts are like the blows which the 
workman rained upon a boulder. The 
first made no evident impression, nor 
did the niany succeeding blows, until 
the might'*^ boulder feH asunder. Who 
eün tell which blow it was that burst 
the rock? It was the sum of all the 
blow’S together. So with our deeds. 
It is not any one single deed that 
brings results, it is the grand sum of 
all good deeds that moves the world. 
Let us all strike iu the name of God 
and of humanity the blow that is nec­ 
essary in behalf of God and hu­ 
manity.” 


JUDGE THOMPSON SPOKE. 


The toastmaster then introduced 
Judge Owen P. Thompson, w'ho gave 
an eloquent and thoughtful address 
upon “The Moral Force in Govern­ 
ment.” It was an exceeding able ef­ 
fort and it is a matter for regret 
that it is impossible to present it in 
à more complete form. Ho said, in 
part: 


“It is a pleasure to have this op- 
portuntiy of addressing such an as­ 
semblage. I was suriH-ised to leani 
that there was an organization of 
such numbers at work for the good of 
th.c city, and I am glad to have the 
honor to address you this evening. 


“I do not know that I have the 
ability to s]>eak of the ‘Moral Force 
in Government.’ I would leave that 
to the preachers, who arc trained 
and prepared for such riuestions. I 
will speak only of a few things that 
have come mider my notice that point 
to the conclusion that without the 
strong religious men the country 
would fall. 
Can you think of any 
O th e r means that will give i>eople 
happiness'i .What constitutes liappi- 
ne.sa? Haupiiiess in the home? It is 
that which comes by : means of the 
incnlcation of virtues taught by 
mothers and fathers to their children. 
The ]>ossession of property, wide 
lands, long railroads and valuable se­ 
curities do not constitute happiness. 
But happiness consists in peace and 
contentment of inind, which every cit­ 
izen is entitled to haw. And this he 
shall ha.ve when there is no system by 
which strength may prey upon the 
weak. These conditions must be reg­ 
ulated by law. Might is no longer 
stronger than right. In these times 
we w’ant other ideas to |>revail. 


“What should we' do? There are 
things done which do not 'meet with 
our approval, because they are wrong. 
And there is but one standard of all 
actions, the standard of right and 
v/rong. 
We come into contact with 
that which onr moral sense cries ant 
against, and we are moral cowards. 


“A thief is a thief, I eare"^iiot what 
ticket he votes. As far as principle 
is concenied, he has not party. In 
Missouri a man ro.se up in his might 
and is sending the thieves and rob­ 
bers to the penitentiary. In Michi­ 
gan, at Grand Rapids, and in Chicago 
the boodlers are being punished. The 
moral conscience of the public Jias 
been aroused and'demands that such 
deeds 
stop. 
It is get-rich-quick 
schemes that have been demoralizin]^ 
the country, v 


“We are trying to build up a na­ 
tion of social aristocracy. We are lia­ 
ble to count the getting of money as 
eve^thing. But there is no happiness 
in it. 
The man and his wife with 
the baby carriage envies the couple 
With thp horse and buggy. The occu­ 
pants of the buggy envy the owner 
of the swell victoria; who, in turn, 
envies 
the 
automobilst, who loses 
pleasure* n his automobile when he 
sees a steam yacht. But the owner of 
the steam yacht is^a confirmed dys­ 
peptic, ana when he sees the harvest 
hands rush to answer the call of the 
dinner, bell, he exclaims, ‘Oh, that I 
might be a laborer on a farm.’ There 
is always somebody a little ahead. An 
Amerioan girl may import a foreign 
noble for a hus^nd, but. another will 
get ï>ne a little prettier, a little 
brighier, or a little younger, perhaps. 
It won^fe come. God Almighty never 
intended that it should. The moral 
forces must take care of things. You 
-ean look to politics and it won’t come,

THERMIT. 


German Savant’s Demonstration 
of a Chemical Compound.

in the assembly room of the Stevens 
Institute of Technology at Hoboken, 
N. J., Professor 'Hans Goldschmidt of 
Essen, Germany, described and demon 
strated the remarkable powers of ther­ 
mit In an Illustrated lecture on alumino 
thenilcs and their application to en­ 
gineering ^nd metallurgy, says the New 
York TImeîï. 
, 


Bj' aliimlno thermies is meant the 
useful application of the heat generat­ 
ed by the burning of a compound com­ 
posed of powdered aluminium and ses- 
qnloxlde of iron. When fired by the 
application of a bit of magnesium tape, 
this compound burns fiercely, general 
ing a heat equivalent to that of the 
electric arc. The ox>'gen to support this 
intense combustion is taken from the 
Iron oxide, and the resulting products 
of the combustion are metallic Iron and 
oxide of aluminium, or corundum. The 
fused combination is hot enough to 
burn a hole with clean edges through 
an iron plate of any thickness, accord 
Ing to/the quantity of thermit burned, 
without heating the plate expept at 
the point of-perforation. The material 
is not explosive and if thrown upon a 
fire will not bum. 


The indusWial applications of ther­ 
mit, some of which were demonstrated 
on the platform, were extremely interr 
eating. Rails and pipes were united 
very quickly, and the unions were as 
good, judging from samples which had 
been planed, as the body of the metal. 
The Joining of masses of iron by means 
of thermit is scarcely welding and 
might be more appropriately désignât 
ed fysiou. ^ 


Probably the most important of these 
processes is tlie one by w'bich a con­ 
tinuous rail of equal conductivity, a 
necessity of modern electric railway 
construction, is obtained very quickly 
and cheaply. This union may be effect­ 
ed after the trolley track or third rail 
is in position and is much less expen­ 
sive than adequate bonding. Third rail 
welding is now in operation on some 
twenty miles of electric railway in 
Paris, also on two electric railways con­ 
necting Berlin with its suburbs. Re­ 
sults of great interest, to the engineer 
have also been attained with thermit 
in such difficult operations as mending 
the broken aterripost of an ocean liner, 
the Sevilla; repairing the broken driv­ 
ing wheel of a locomotive, welding a 
broken crank shaft on a Rhine steamer, 
eorrecting the defects of large steel 
castings and preventing the formation 
of pipes in sf^eel ingots. 


The operations with which the lec­ 
ture of Professor Goldschmidt were il­ 
lustrated were very brilliant and beau­ 
tiful'and gave results with astonishing 
rapidity. One of the most surprising 
of these was the fusing of îi quality of 
nickel ore in a crucible in about one 
minute, giving a button of-pure nickel 
of several pounds weight. There wai 
no sensible heat radiated in these ¡oper­ 
ations, and the assistant who managed 
thé experiments did not even wilt his 
collar.

temperatures 
which can only be estimated for the 
reason that no pyrometer could meas­ 
ure them, could be conducted on a 
wooden platform with no other protec­ 
tion than some loose. bricks laid side by 
Side and covered with a sprinkling of 
sand. It was also a matter of curiosity 
that the operator, after pouring from a 
ladie the mixture of fused iron and 
corundnm, could take in his naked 
hands the vessel in which this fusion 
had just been effected and turn itar

“It is not battles or annies that 
we talk about that arouse ' the pas­ 
sions of men. We are strong because 
we know we are in the right. What 
enabled this nation to sustain itself 
against the rebeUion in ’61? It was 
the fact that from nearly every home 
in the country a father or a boy on 
account of his principle, went to the 
front. It was the strength of the vol­ 
unteer soldier, back of each of whom 
was a home circle that niade him an 
earnest éngine of wafáre. Uiitil the 
home becomes vicious and we lose 
our ideas of virtue and morals there 
are plenty of people here to take care 
of this country. 


“In a colored meeting in the south 
an argument arose as to whether St. 
Peter were black or white. The gen­ 
tleman supporting the white side of 
the question offered the arginnent 
that ‘the chicken never would have 
hollered^more than once if St. Peter 
had been a colored man.’ I don’t know 
whether you have any such arguments 
in 'your organization or not. 


“I am not ci^ring out against eveiy 
man trying to provide for his own 
comfort. I simply say if I can leave 
upon your minds tliis thought, ‘What 
can I do along theso lines?’ I shall be 
more than gratified. I am not pessi­ 
mistic. I know of these troubles as 
you do. We must take the stand to 
carry out our beliefs along the lines 
of virtue. Ex-Governor Altgeld was 
in the habit of making entries of 
thoughts which flashed throiigli his 
brain at odd moments, in a small note 
book. The last entry in this book, be­ 
fore liis sudden death after a sr>eech 
at Joliet, w'as this é’l’aud thought: ‘It 
is iKîtter to have touched a star and 
diet! a pauper, than to wallow in the' 
dirt with niillions.’ This thought T 
will leave with you.” 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOL. 


The toastmaster then introduced, 
with fitting rcmarlvs, Capt. J. H. 
Freeman, superintendent of the State 
School for the Blind, and a man 
ligi; in educational Î circles in the 
state, to whom had been assigne<l the 
subject. “The Public School.” A por­ 
tion of his address is given below;

“W^hile the importance of the church, 
the Sunday school and such societies as 
the one under whose auspices we are now 
as.sembled cannot be overestimated, I wish 
to speak of an institution between which 
and the church there should always exist 
the closest bonds of sympathy and fellow­ 
ship. 
# 


“As fast as the free school has been 
reared upon the borders of any state in 
the Union pillage and lawlessness have 
been.crowded without. The advancement 
which the public schools of Illinois have 
m ale is unparallelled. There is no duty 
which the people owe to themselves and 
the public paramount to the educatidn of 
the children. 
- 


T he school and the church should work 
in harmony in developing the inorai na^ 
ture of the child. ‘Better for the boy and 
the state that he should learii'that r ls h U 
eousness is the principal thing than to bo 
àble to extract the cube root or describo 
the law of storms.' ' 


It should be remeinbered la the school 
as well as in the church that the ^oral 
is the grandest part of pur being. The 
school that does not, recognize. this truth 
and shape Its training . in accordance 
therewith falls jfar short, of beicg prac­ 
tical in the highest^ and best sense. Hu­ 
manity is above citizenship, or nationality. 
Education is defective if it have not refer­ 
ence to man’s noblernature, the spiritual, 
the Immortal. 


‘‘What great progress has been made in 
the teaching of'' niorals in our public 
schools in. the-^past decade. This progress 
has been made to a very great extent by* 
placing as much stress upon the forma­ 
tion of right habits as upon the'teaching 
of right Ideas. Those whose habit it is to 
do right gain in moral strength. Thoso 
who habitually follow wroiigdoing inevi­ 
tably become its slaves.. Good.habits are 
to the man as the helm to the ship, guid­ 
ing him in the right directipn; bad habits, 
the barnacles, hindering^his" progress and 
sinking liim deeper and ,deeper. 


"In the words of one of our old educa^ 
tiopal writers: ‘Let tho pride of military 
glory belong to foreign nations, but let 
the school-house and church continue, to 
“be the,boast of the American village. X«t 
freedom and knowledge and xnorals and 
religion, as they are our . birthright, conT. 
itinue to be thé birthright of ouï' children 
as long as time shall endure.^

ATTACKING A JAIL 


Council Bluffs, Iowa, Dec. 28.—An-;at 
tempt was madC: to night to lynch George 
Williams and Neeley Zimmerman, two 
colored men, charged with having com­ 
mitted an assault upon Mesrames Sanders 
and Stark Friday night. They were iden­ 
tified by the women to day, after which 
they were held to the grand jury.» 


To night a mOb of five hundred gath­ 
ered about the jail and demanded the 
prisoners. The demand was refused. At 
midnight the increased to one thousand 
met, yelling and battering a t the jail 
doors. Several times the police charged 
the mob, but w«re unable to break It iip. 
Just after midnight, armed with a bar of 
railroad iron, a dozen men conunenced 
battering the jail door, which they broke 
down, and a yell went up from the crowd. 
Congressman Smith arrived just a t this 
time and persuaded George Sanders, hus­ 
band of one of the w^omen aissaulted, to 
go home and let the law take its course. 
Later the mob dispersed.

March 1, 1831 
He was the s<m. of Rev. James H 
Dicl&éiis, an ab^ and well known min­ 
ister of the Methodist Episoopa 
church in the early times. His moth< 
er was Lydia Pitner Didcens, a fam­ 
ily also noted, for remarkable excel­ 
lencies and capabilities. He was mar­ 
ried Nov. 2, 1854, to 2lfis» Sarah 
Thompson. Two chilren, James anc 
Joeie, were bom to them. The moth­ 
er 
in 1897. The'daughter, Josie, 
died in 1891. ^ James is living in this 
city. 


Dickens was again married to 
Miss Mary L. Pierson, Sep^. 27,1899. 


In eply life Mr. Dickeos became a 
Christian, and was noted for his zea 
and faithfulness* During Christmas 
day he was unusually animated anc 
Imppy. At night he retired as well as 
usuaL About 10 o’clock he was seen 
to be sneering and everything that 
was possible was done to give relief. 
But every effort failed and 
at 
i ■. 
o’clock Saturday morning his spiri 
passed away. 


Funeral iservices in charge of Rev. 
W. H. M u siv e, assisted by Dr. W. 
F. Short, were held at Brooklyn 
church Monday afternoon. A large 
a.udience was present. 


The bearers were Messrs John. R. 
Dav-ey, John McBride John Ross, 
Joseph Wells, John Wright and L. 
Vorhees. 
Suitable music was sup­ 
plied by Thomas !B^pp, Thomas Cur­ 
tis, Mrs. John Goltra and Mrs. Weir 
Elliott. 


Mr. Dickens had a most remarkable 
war record. Early during the reljel- 
lion ho enlisted in the Twenty-ninth 
Iowa rc^ment. He was taken pris­ 
oner and was long confined in an aw­ 
ful pen at Tyler, Texas. 
He and 
some others, after long labor, effect­ 
ed their escape by digging a tunnel 
with tin càns> distributing the dirt 
in OTicjï a manner as to escape the 
notice of the guards. For six weeks 
he strove to reach the union lines, 
hiding by day and traveling at night. 
He was finally recaptured by the usé 
of blood hounds and taken to ShrevC' 
port. La. 


He again made his cscape after a 
long imprisoiiment, by bribing the 
sentinel. In his flight for liberty in 
crossing a lake his boat capsizéd and 
all his provisions were lost and he 
was wholly 'without anything to eat 
for four days. Forced by hunger, he 
foially applied to a colored man, who 
offered to conceal him and went for 
sometlimg . to eat. The long absence 
of the mEUï excited his fears, and he 
started on his way. His suspicions 
were well founded for in a éhort time 
the blood hounds were again on his 
track and ho was captured. Desperate 
means were resorted to to compel him 
to tell how he escaped. Finally a rope 
was put around his neck and the 
other end was throra over the limb 
of a tree, and he was told that he had 
only five minutes to live unless he 
made known the manner of his es- 
tïape. He refused, but made an ad­ 
dress of such force that his captors 
refuted aiid took him back to thè 
prison. He was handcuffed and chain­ 
ed to tl^ center of his cell with two 
arge chains and balls fastened to his 
ankles. A number of times the colo­ 
nel, whose headquarters were a mile 
distant, sent for him to extort from 
lim a confession as to his means of 
escape. These trips, were made carry­ 
ing the two 
clmns and balls 
lut were constantly fastened to his 
!eet in the cell. Knowing that a con-

told him'that the war was o^r, and 
that in a few days lie would be ex­ 
changed.
